Aiiha  Knight  was  born  in  Jasper  County,  Mississippi,  March  4, 1874.  Early  in 
hfe  she  looked  beyond  the  horizons  of  her  environment  with  a  yearning  for 
more  knowledge.  While  in  her  teens  she  responded  to  notices  for  free  reading 
materials  which  appeared  in  magazines  she  had  access  to.  As  God  would  have 
it,  she  replied  to  a  notice  for  literature  offered  by  missionary  minded  Seventh- 
day  Adventists.  As  a  result  she  fbuhd  the  light  of  the  message  God  has  given 
this  church  and  she  rejoiced  in  it  ever  after. 

The  desire  for  schooling  opportunities  led  her  to  the  Graysville  school  in 
Tennessee  and  to  the  Battle  Creek  Sanitarium  where  she  trained  as  a  nurse. 

She  longed  to  see  a  school  started  in  the  vicinity  of  her  girlhood  and  con- 
ducted a  school  there  for  a  period  of  years.  She  later  became  the  first  Black 
Seventh-day  Adventist  foreign  missionary  to  India;  She  later  returned  to  the 
U.S.  and  accepted  a  position  in  Georgia.  There  she  did  successful  Bible  work 
as  well  as  assisting  in  leiading  the  church.  She  started  the  work  of  the  Y.W.C.A. 
for  Black  women  in  Atlanta. 

She  served  the  territory  of  the  Southern  Union  promoting  Christian  educa- 
tion among  Black  S.D.A.'s  until  her  retirement  in  1946  at  the  age  of  72.  Wholly 
dedicated  and  endowed  with  strong  and  charismatic  personality,  her  influence 
touched  many  lives  and  continued  to  be  felt  even  in  her  retirement. 

Over  the  years  she  received  recognition  in  many  ways  with  no  doubt  her 
crowning  honor  being  paid  when  the  Educational  Department  of  the  General 
ConfeTence  of  Seventh-day  Adventists  awarded  the  Medallion  of  Merit  award. 
She  beca;me  only  the  twelfth  person  to  receive  this  in  the  history  of  the 
church.  -■.  ■■:':■;"' .■;■. 

JHer  long  and  useful  life  ended  at  Riverside  Hospital  Sabbath,  June  3,  1972. 
She  was  98  years  old.  Thus  has  ended  a  link  to  the  past  that  cannot  be  re- 
placed. But  a  life  like  hers  encourages  us  to  look  to  the  future  when  we  hope  to 
rneet  again.
